These amended
regulations provide consistent anti-discrimination policy for applicants by conforming to existing
anti-discrimination laws.

Article 3. LICENSE/APPROVAL STANDARDS
89317 APPLICANT QUALIFICATIONS 89317

(a)  Any adult shall be permitted to apply for a license regardless of age, sex, race, religion, color, political
affiliation, national origin, disability, marital status, actual or perceived sexual orientation, or ancestry.

(b)  An applicant shall have the following qualifications:

(1) Ability to provide care and supervision appropriate to the type of children to be served including
ability to communicate with the children.

(2) Knowledge of and ability to comply with the applicable laws and regulations.
(3) Ability to maintain, or supervise the maintenance of, financial and other records.
(4) Ability to direct the work of others when applicable.
(c) An applicant for a foster family home license shall complete an orientation provided by the

licensing/approval agency.

89319 CRIMINAL RECORD CLEARANCE REQUIREMENT 89319

All persons subject to criminal record review shall obtain a criminal record clearance from the California
Department of Social Services or county as appropriate. Such review will require submission of completed
fingerprints pursuant to Health and Safety Code Section 1522. The licensing/approval agency will also
conduct a search of the Child Abuse Clearance Index and child abuse records. The licensing/approval agency
may conduct an authorized search of the California Law Enforcement Telecommunications System (CLETS).

(a) Each caregiver shall post emergency telephone numbers, discuss emergency situations with children,
practice emergency procedures every six months and at time of new placements.

(2)  Any injury or illness to any child which requires medical treatment.
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
